REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1. [3 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

APDiicant asserts that Chapman et al. fails to disclose a quidewire having approximately 78% titanium. 11.5% molybdenum. 
6% zirconium and 4.5% tin bv weight. However, the Examiner maintains that Chapman et al. does disclose such a quidewire. 
Additionally. Applicant points to Col. 17. lines 20 - 24 of Chapman et al. as a teaching that components other than components 
made of the claimed alloy can be used in coniunction with the kit. However, the Examiner disagrees. At Col. 3. line 44 - Col. 
4. line 19. Chapman et al. discloses self-tapping bone screws as being part of the kit and being formed of the claimed alloy. 
The disclosure of "conventional screws" at Col. 17. lines 20 - 24 relates to the shape/style of bone screws which can be used to 
replace the self-tapping bone screws disclosed by Chapman et al.. and does not refer to the composition of the "conventional 
screws". The Examiner considers the "conventional screws" as disclosed bv Chapman et al. to be formed of the claimed ally 
in that Chapman et al. discloses all components of the kit as being formed of such (Col. 4. lines 16 - 18) .
